REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
the arguments are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument about starter battery having an output that is sufficient 
only to supply electrical power to components necessary for the supply of reactants to the fuel cell stack until the fuel cell itself 
generates electrical power being supported by the original disclosure, it is noted that instant disclosure only discloses such 
starter battery only supplies power during fuel cell start up process, instead of the battery output sufficient only to supply 
electrical power. It is noted that starter battery only supplies power during fuel cell starting process and that starter battery 
output suffcient only to supply power is different concepts because a starter battery only supplies power to fuel cell during start 
up process may have an output energy greater than the energy requried to initiate all the components during the fuel cell 
starting up process . Applicant is kindly reminded to clear up the claim langauge to distinguish the invention. If the claimed 
starter battery has a lower energy requirement, i.e., an output power not more than 1 ,5KW provides for less than 5 seconds as 
applicants argued is critical for this invention, applicant is kindly reminded to claim such limitation .
